Browning saw this, ho would not only go 
ovor to him, but .would take some of his 
frionds with him. 


Judge Davis had nover attended a primary. 


meeting or a caucus, much loss a convention, 
but Lincoln prevailed upon him to go to 
Chicago and conduct his campaign. Tho 
Judge arrived on tho scono of action the 
Saturday night previous to tho mooting oil 
tho convention. Ho found that tho parlorn 
at tho hotels had all been engaged, and ho 
iad to establish his headquarters in two small 
connecting rooms in tho third story of tho 
i'.-omout house. Tho outloolc was not en- 
couraging, as tho only Lincoln men on tho 
;rouud wore a few of tho delegates from 
Ilinois and Indiana. Thurlow Weed had

Apparently Russia has not yet given up 


her loug-clierished idea of bridging Persia 
with railways, and thus making her vassal 
a stepping-stone to fresh eastern conquests. 
Eleven years ago a concession was actually 
granted by the shah for tho construction of 
a railway LOO miles in length, from the Per- 
sian port of Resht, on tho Caspian sea, to the 
capital, Teheran, but his majesty subse- 
quently wriggled out of this agreement with 
true Oriental adroitness. 
Projected lines 


from Teheran to Ispahan 
(tho ancient 


metropolis), and from Ispahan to Shirazwere 
similarly negatived. But Russia, persever- 
ing as over, is mixing up with the new clc- 
jimrkation of frontier between herself and 
Persia, tho project of a railroad around tho 
southwestern corner of tho Caspian, con- 
necting Ri»sht with tho new petroleum fields 
at Baku, and with tho Russian railway thence 
to tho Black sea.
